Court Rules 
Rights for 
Prisoners 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Pris- 


oners, like other people, must 
be advised of their constitution- 
al rights when questioned by of- 
ficials, the Supreme Court ruled 
today. 


With 
that admonition, the 


court, by a 5-3 vote, upset the 
conviction and 30-month sen- 
tence of a Florida man for filing 
false income tax claims against 
the government. 


Said Justice Hugo L. Black: 


"We reject the contention that 
tax investigations are immune 
from the Miranda requirements 
for warnings to be given a per- 
son in custody." 


The Supreme Court's June 


1966 Miranda decision requires 
police 
or 
other government 


agents to warn individuals that 
they may remain silent during 
questioning, 
have the right to 


the presence of a lawyer and 
states that, if they are unable to 
afford a lawyer, one would be 
provided. 


Justice Byron R. White said in 


his dissenting opinion that the 
original decision in Miranda 
"was an extravagant and un- 
wise interpretation of the Fifth 
Amendment and I would prefer 
that Miranda be abandoned." 


The case involved Robert T. 


Afcthis Sr, of Orlando, who was 
visited by an Internal Revenue 
Service agent in the Florida 
State penitentiary at Raiford in 
1964 and 1965, identified his sig- 
nature on income tax returns 
and signed government forms 
that gave the government more 
time to investigate.

Conviction 
Overturned 
by Court 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - 'The 


Arkansas Supreme Court today 
reversed and remanded the con- 
viction of Sammy Clark, 31; of 
Little Rock, who was sentenced 
to life in prison for rape. 


Clark was convicted Jan. 27, 


1967 
in Circuit Court in Pulaski 


County of raping his 9-year-old 
stepdaughter. 


The high court said the trial 


court erred in refusing to grant 
a defense motion for a mistrial 
when Clark's wife was called as 
a state's witness and erred in 
refusing to allow the defense* to 
give 
a 
definition of carnal 


abuse. 


In another decision, the high 


court upheld Circuit Court in 
Ouachita County in a land con- 
demnation case. 


The Camden Housing Authori- 


ty condemned 6.2 acres of a 73- 
acre tract owned by the John 
R. Reeves Jr. family, and the 
Circuit Court jury fixed value of 
the property being taken at 
$38,000. 


The authority appealed to the 


Supreme Court, contending that 
the court erred in allowing the 
landowners to introduce an un- 
recorded plat showing the 73- 
acre tract as a residential sub- 
division consisting of public 
streets and blocks divided into 
lots. The authority contended 
that such an exhibit is apt to 
mislead the jury on value-.of 
the property.

and number. 


But every once in a while you 


fail to get results and have to 
ask Operator to make the call 
for you. 


In almost every such case the 


trouble lies in how you dial the 
prefix of the number in the town 
you are calling. 
Take Little 


Rock, for instance: 


If your prefix is Franklin (FR) 


you never have trouble. But if 
the prefix is Locust (LO) the 
direct dialing fails you. 
The 


reason is this: When you dial 
LO you punch Zero instead 
of 0—for the'phone dial has what 
looks like two Zeros, but the 
first 
one is the alphabetic 0 


and the last one true 
Zero. 


To dial LO you've got to hit 
L and the letter 0—if you use 
the 
end 
Zero instead of 0 


you break the code and don't 
get anywhere. 


This is something I learned 


personally from the telephone 
people In Hope— but It is also 
something 
Southwestern Bell 


Telephone Co. should emphasize 
in its advertising ... the direct- 
dialing danger of a Double-0 
agent lurking behind every long- 
distance call. 


I've a mystery of my own hang- 


Ing around the back yard. Yes- 
terday I found a dead baby duck 
where only the two dogs belong.

DR. L. T. LAWRENCE 


Heart Attack 
Claims Dr. 
LT. Lawrence 


Dr. L. T. Lawrence, pastor of 


the First Presbyterian Church of 
Hope, suffered a heart attack and 
died suddenly Sunday afternoon at 
his home on South Main Street. He 
would have been 71 years old on 
this coming Saturday, and had 
planned to retire from the ac- 
tive ministry on that date. 


Dr. Lawrence had preached his 


farewell sermon at the 11:00 
o'clock hour to a packed congre- 
gation, and had spent the after- 
noon visiting with his family and 
friends who were home for the 
occasion. As one member of the 
church put it "he simply went 
to sleep while sitting in a chair 
about six o'clock p.m. after a 
full day." 


The Lawrences moved to Hope 


from Osceola in February 1951. 
He led the local congregation in 
an extensive building program 
consisting 
of a new manse, 


chapel and church building on 
South Main Street. The new 
structures were completed in 
January 1954 and the Presby- 
terians moved from their. for- 
mer location on Second Street 
to the new plant. The 'former 
church buildings at 300 East 
Second Street were purchased 
by Cakcrest Mortuary, and are 
now the site of the Cakcrest 
Funeral Home.

Successful 
Transplant 
in Florida

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) 


— The first known successful 
human transplant of the thy- 
mus, a small, mysterious gland- 
like organ that helps in building 
the body's resistance to disease, 
was reported today by a Florida 
physician. 


The thymus was implanted 


into the body of a 7-month-old 
boy, born without the organ and 
given little chance for survival. 


"At 18 months of age, the in- 


fant is growing normally and 
lias no unusual infections," said 
Dr. William W. Cleveland, an 
endocrinologist and professor of 
pediatrics at the University of 
Miami, Fla., School of Medi- 
cine.

Two Heart

have performed their second 
heart transplant operation in 
less than three days, with both 
patients reported making prog- 
ress. Joseph Rizor, the eighth 
heart transplant patient, died at 
Stanford, Calif., Sunday.

West, his heart replaced Friday 
night with that of a young labor- 
er killed in a fall, Sunday had a 
supper of pureed carrots and 
prunes— his first solid food since 
liis operation.

SAIGON 
(AP) - 
We had 


headed toward the Mekong Del* 
ta but there was nothing doing 
down there, so we decided to 
head back toward Saigon, 


John Cantwell, an Australian 


and a Time magazine staffer, 
was driving, Michael Birch of 
the Australian Associated Press 
was in the right front seat of the

small, open jeep*type vehicle. 
On the right in back was Ron 
Lafamy, a British national who 
worked for Reuters; in the cen« 
ter was another Reuters man, 
Bruce Pigott, an Australian, I 
was the last to get in and had to 
take the half seat in the back 
with my left leg hanging out 
over the side, 


We saw two gunship helicop* 


ters attacking about 1,000 yards 
to the north. We headed into a 
very crowded and poor district 
on a muddy street about 12 feet 
wide, Moving the other way was 
a strong current of refugees 
shouting "Viet Cong! VC! VC 
VCI." 


I was sitting on the mudguard 


on the left. So I had a higher 
view and I said, perhaps from 


intuition, "The VC are up ahead 
-stop! stop I stopt*' 


Bruce said, "Oh, go ahead 


anyway," but immediately after 
his face went pale, Apparently 
he had seen something that I 
hadn't seen, 


We drove into an open inter* 


section, It was empty. 


I shouted, "Stopt Stop!" be* 


cause t was scared and I felt 
that there were VC there, 


Cantwell swerved to the left 


and while he was trying to get 
into reverse, 
two Viet Cong 


opened fire, One on our left had 
a burp gun, the one on the right 
an AK47, There were two other 
VC there in the background and 
the fifth, the commander as I 
learned later, was nearby. 


It wasn't a real ambush. They 


were holding the perimeter of 
the VC area, The burp gun and 
the AK47 pushed bullets for a 
full 10 seconds through the jeep. 
I jumped to the left, staggered 
about 10 yards, pretending I 
was hit, then fell, 


After the burst, I looked under 


my shoulder and could only see 
two others of the four, One, 
whom I thought was Laramy, 
had his arms and head thrown 
back, his mouth open and he 
looked dead, 


The second, whom I believe 


was John Cantwell, was lying on 
his back to the left of the jeep 
parallel to me but about six feet 
away. 


The automatic fire stopped 


and the commander came for* 
forward with his left arm out-

Evidence 
Reds Will 
Keep Fighting 


SAIGON (AP) - The Viet 


Cong's 
coordinated 
attacks 


throughout South Vietnam Sun- 
day provide more evidence of 
the Communists' plan to keep 
fighting while they talk peace. 


Such a tactic is a dogma 


evolved by Communist guerrilla 
fighters over the past few dec- 
ades. It is one of Chinese Com- 
munist boss Mao Tse-tung's 
principal tenets: Fight fight, 
talk talk; talk talk, fight fight. 


The North Vietnamese version 


of the tactic was clear in direc- 
tives 
issued 
to Communist 


troops in the South on April 3, 
the day after Hanoi accepted 
President Johnson's offer to talk 
peace, 


A captured enemy document, 


dated April 4, informs political 
cadre that "troops should be In- 
doctrinated to realize fully that 
in the fight against our barba- 
rous, stubborn and deceitful en- 
emy, we must closely coordi- 
nate our military and political 
struggles with diplomatic offen- 
sives. 


"There will come the time 


when we have to acceit diplo- 
matic contacts with the U.S. im- 
perialists but such action is not 
inconsistent with our basic poli- 
cy on the resistance of Ameri- 
cans for national salvation." 


The enemy soldiers were told 


that the U.S. offer to limit 
bombing of the North in an at- 
tempt to get preliminary talks 
started is a "deceitful scheme." 


"The new scheme of the U.S. 


aggressors should be fully un- 
derstood among the entire par- 
ty, army and people," the direc- 
tive said, 


"We must attack the enemy 


continually and aggressively so 
as to drive him to the worst pos- 
sible position. 
* 


"We cannot afford to enter« 


tain an illusion of peace negotia<> 
tions and relax our weapons, We 
must take advantage of the ene- 
my's confusion and doubt to 
surge forward with determine, 
tion aod, through decisive at- 
tacks, destroy a large part of 
the U.S, and puppet (South Viet, 
namese 
government) troops, 


disintegrate 
the puppet army 


and government, liberate the 
rural areas completely and 
launch 
armed 
uprisings 
in 


towns and cities in order to de* 
feat the U.S. aggressive will and 
restore power to the people." 


The allies have shown that 


they can stop any Viet Cong or 
North Vietnamese thrust, but 
they have not found a way to 
prevent nationwide intimidation 
by the Communists. 


The attacks, as flimsy as 


some rojgbt be, are enough to 
prove to many Vietnamese that 
no place Is really safe from the 
Viet Cong.
